Freedom’s Battle 
Is Never Over 


In view of what is happening in the 
Republican National Committee in Chi- 
cago, it might be well for us to, reflect 
Jong and hard this July 4 on the real 
meaning of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence. 

{t might be well to review line for 
line and word by word this declaration 
of human rights made by Americans 
who sought to cast off bossism and ab- 
sentee rule by those who would exploit 
the people for self-enrichment and 
power. 

The Taft-dominated Republican Na- 
tional Committee of 100 has rigged the 
convention that begins Monday in such 
a manner that it is all but impossible 
for their man to lose. They have done 
so through ruthless machine tactics and 
in complete disregard of the wishes of 
the people. 

They have refused to allow the people 
to witness their chicanery. This, in it- 
self, is revealing of the contempt with 
which they regard the American citi- 
zen. In denying the networks the privi- 
lege of televising the proceedings, they 


have, in effect, admitted their guilt. 
mn . - 


Here in Georgia, hundreds of decent 
citizens who have sought nothing ex- 
cept an opportunity to serve honestly to 
bring good government to the state and 
nation have had the door slammed in 
their faces. Their sincere attempts to 
build a genuine two-party system, which 
most of us admit is badly needed, have 
been dashed against a rock wall of 
been dashed against a rock wall—the 
worst sort of boss rule masquerading 
under Taft’s pious claims to political 
integrity, at which the nation now is 
beginning to laugh. 

Such men as Bobby Jones and Gen. 
Elbert Tuttle are representatives of this 
until-now growing body of Georgians. 
They have no selfish interests nor any 
ambitions for personal power. They 
have one desire, in common with mil- 
lions of American citizens, to strengthen 
the nation through better and honest 
government. They represent the people 
against the machine. Be it Democrat or 
Republican, the people are getting a lit- 
tle fed up with these concentrations of 
power in the hands of a few. 

We still are puzzled by the Harry 
Sommers switch which has so embar- 
rassed friends who have worked with 
him to build a Republican Party in 
Georgia: Mr. Sommers had made pub- 
lic statements as to the legitintacy of 
the Tucker group. What does he mean 
now by saying that he has not had a 
free hand? In public appearances he 
said all-was well and legal. He must 
know that in Georgia, as in Texas, the 
vote for Eisenhower was a free one. 

Wholly aside from his inexplicable 
position is the principle involved. Whose 
word should carry the weight in a 
democracy—the people or a few persons 
who set themselves up as the people? 

The gravity of the Georgia decision 
is indicated by Arthur Krock, New 
York Times political analyst whose ar- 
ticle on the subject is reprinted on this 
page. Says Mr. Krock, “If the conven- 
tion is willing to put its seal on such 
findings, then it will nominate Senator 


Taft for president.”

The battle for true political free- 
dom-must go on. 

It is still not too late. Public indig- 
nation is being aroused to such a pitch 
at the obvious usurpation of power by 
a group of small men that the conven- 
tion itself may be forced to rebel. In 
- that eventuality, the Chicago mess will 
have served its purpose in awakening 
the public to a realization that if we are 
to have self-government, we must ac- 
cept the responsibility of governing. 

If the Taft machine succeeds, ob- 
servers are predicting that it will mean 
the death of the Republican Party as 
such. If the party condones what is 
taking place, perhaps it should die. By 
the same token, however, those who are 
beaten can redeem themselves by con- 
tinuing a vigorous fight to return con- 


trol to the many instead of the few.

So, on this July 4, let’s look at Chi- 
cago, let’s study the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence. The Declaration was and is 
a resolution to build a better life and a 
government “of, for and by the people.” 


The lesson of Chicago is that the strug- |

India’s Revolution 


Is Democratic 


Americans who have been sympa- 
thetic with India for years in her efforts 
to obtain self-government and who have 
been concerned about Communist in- 
roads into that. Asiatic land find en- 
couragement in the real progress being 
made to eliminate conditions which 
provide the breeding ground for sub- 
version. 

The long-promised land reforms, in 


which millions of acres are being redis- 
tributed to the peasants, is perhaps the 
most radical step ever attempted through 
a peaceful and democratic process. We 
recail that the Reds took over China in a 
bloody revolution by promising land to 
the landless peasants. 

In China all property, confiscated 
outright, sooner or later will become 
the exclusive property of the state and 
the small minority of members of the 
Communist party that runs the state. 

In India the large estates are being 
purchased by the Nehru government and 
the landowners are paid for their for- 
mer holdings by taxes levied upon the 
new owners. Henceforth, the Zamin- 
dars, as the feudal landlords were called, 
may not retain more than 30 acres under 
individual ownership. 

In the state of Uttar Pradesh, the 
first to begin carrying out the reforms, 
60,000,000 acres are being transferréd 
in a process which will make landown- 
ers out of 12,000,000 formerly landless 
farmers. The estates were previously 
held by 2,200,000 landlords. 

Thirty acres does not sound like 
much land to us, but in densely popu- 
lated India it represents a great deal, 
indeed. From the standpoint of its 
effect on the Indian masses, the reform 
is expected to check the growing Com- 
munist movement which thrives on pov- 
erty and ignorance. 

Through a peaceful revolution, the 
Indian people are moving rapidly toward 
democracy and away from an alterna- 
tive tyranny the Kremlin had in mind 
for them.

Eyes of the Nation 
Are Still on Houston 


Just because the governors have gone 
home—or to Chicago—from their con- 
ference at Houston, Texas, doesn’t mean 
that the eyes of the nation won't stay 
on that city in the Lone Star State. 


The fact is that thousands of anxious 
parents will be waiting for news from 
Houston. But their interest will not be 
politics, 1t will be polio. 

Houston, already in the grip of a 
polio epidemic, has been selected as the 
site for testing a treatment which medi- 
cal science believes will be effective in 
preventing the crippling power of infan- 
tile paralysis. 

So half of Houston’s 35,000 children, 
ages 1 to 6, are receiving gamma globu- 
lin, the serum which the doctors hope 
and think will-do the trick. The other 
half will not .be so treated. 

Over many months, even a year or 
two, the testers. will watch closely to see 
which children stricken with polio are 
paralyzed by the disease and which 
are not. 

If the ones who received the gamma 
globulin consistently have mild cases 
with no paralysis, then medical science 
will know it has something in the 
treatment. 

Let’s hope that they do. Already 
they know, and emphasize, that the 
gamma globulin will not ward off polio. 
The most that they expect is that it 
will keep an attack from leaving the 
victim crippled. ;

Byrnes Seems 
Bent on Revolt 


WASHINGTON—Come hell or high water, 
South Carolina’s bumptious Gov. James F. 
Byrnes seems determined to start a South- 
ern Democratic revolt for one reason or 
another. 

Earlier in the year he was the chief insti- 
gator of a movement to have*Southern Demo- 
crats bolt the party ticket if President Tru- 

Bare man ran for re-election. 
The President pulled the 
rug out from under him 
by announcing in April 
that he never had any 
intention of seeking a third 
term. It never did make 
sense that he would be a 
candidate. 

But Byrnes has talked 
revolt for so long that it 
evidently has become a 
fetish with him. At the 
recent Governors’ Conference in Houston he 
raised two new threats of a revolt. First, 
he thréatened the possibility of his state’s 
eight electoral votes swinging to the Repub- 
licans or a third party candidate if the Demo- 
crats fail to nominate an acceptable candi- 
date for president. Indirectly but pointedly, 
he placed Gov. Adlai Stevenson of Illinois 
in this category because he has advocated 
compulsory civil rights legislation if the 
States themselves failed to act in due course. 

Next, the South Carolina governor threat- 
ened to have his state ‘‘running or walking 
out’’ in- the event the Democratic national 
convention refused to seat contested South- 
ern delegates from Texas identified with 
the faction of Gov. Allan Shivers. Just 
what the Texas row, a local affair, has to do 
with national issues was not made clear. 

Mr. Byrnes seems hell bent on a revolt, 
one way or another. Perhaps he has talked 
about it so much that he can’t get it off his 
mind. Or maybe there is something in the 
soil of his-native state that gets him that way. 

Governor Byrnes remained the great com- 
promiser until his. break with Mr. Truman. 
Since then he has become the great agitator. 
He evidently is so soured on the present 
adminstration that he will have no part of 
it—even to the extent of walking or running 
out on the Democratic natiorfal convention 
if the contested delegation slightly favorable 
to the administration is seated over the 
Shivers group. 

But party leaders here are inclined to 
take the Byrnes threats none too seriously. 
His statement about the Stevenson candidacy 
being unacceptable has found little response. 

As a matter of fact, the Illinois gover- 
nor’s stand on civil rights is generally re- 
garded as an acceptable compromise on the 
issue. He has said that the question is pri- 
marily the responsibility of the states but 
that if the states could not or would not 
accept it, he ‘‘presumed”’ the Federal Gov- 
ernment would have to come into the field.

Deal To Transfer Georgia Delegates 


To Taft Is Confusing and Mystifying 


In The New York Times 


WASHINGTON — The news dispatches 
from Atlanta under date of May 31 related 
that a Republican state convention had cho- 
sen four delegates at large to the national 
gathering on the day appointed by the state 
committee; that it had ratified the choice 
of 13 delegates in the con- aia 
gressional districts a 


month before; and that 
14 of the total of 17 dele- 
gates were for Eisenhow- 
er. The dispatches also 
related that, one week be- 
fore the regularly sched- 
uled state convention, a 
Georgia Republican fac- 
tion that was denied rec- 
ognition at the national 
convention of 1944 and 
1948 had chosen 17 delegates 
Taft. . 


The regular convention of May 31 was de- 
scribed as so unexpectedly large that, to 
make room for the delegates and spectators, 
State Chairman Roscoe Tucker moved it 
from the courthouse to the City Auditorium. 
Except for the mention of the irregular meet- 
ing a week before, the dispatches did not 
indicate that the titles of the delegates cho- 
sen on May 31 were impressively disputed, 
though it was stated that these would be 
contested before the national committee. 


That contest has now been resolved by 
the national committee in favor of all 17 
Taft delegates who were named at the ir- 
regular meeting by the Georgia Republican 
faction that was barred from the last two 
national conventions. Under its Rule IV the 
national committee passts only on the cre- 
dentials of delegates at large when the dis- 
trict delegates have been regularly chosen 
at district meetings. Local contests are re- 


commi 


manded for .-the state committee to dispose - 


of. But: if the national group finds some 
irregularity in the district process—as in 
Texas this year—it reviews these contests 
also. So the decision of the national] com- 
mittee Wednesday was that all the regular 
district conventions in Georgia as well as 
the regular state convention were held in 
violation of the rules and that these were 
conformed to at the irregular meeting only. 

By that finding Eisenhower lost and Taft 
gained 14 Georgia delegates on the tem- 
porary roll of the Republican national con- 
vention, and the entire state bloc will be 


, 


certified for Taft. This can be reversed or 
modified by the credentials committee of 
the national convention, or if not there, by 
the convention itself, and both bodies will 
have an opportunity to do so. If the Georgia 
decision of the national committee is to 
stand, the Taft forces must be able to sum- 
mon a majority of the convention to sup- 
plement the majority of the, national com- 
mittee that they manifestly control. And if 
the convention is willing to put its seal on 
such findings, then it will nominate Sena- 
tor Taft for president. 

His nomination by the means of seating 
contested delegates from Southern states, 
where the voting preference is overwhelm- 
ingly Democratic but which have shown 
signs of giving electors to the Republicans 
if Eisenhower is their nominee, would double 
the burden the Republican candidates must 
carry in the campaign. By every voting 
Statistic theirs is a minority party by sev- 
eral millions, and the only way it can win 
an election is to attract the support of large 
groups of Democrats and independents. 

Even if Senator Taft’s winning margin 
were not supplied by Southern delegates 
seated over protests of the Eisenhower lead- 
ers that include charges of fraud, the issue 
would be pressed by the Democrats. For 
these delegates cannot be put on the perma- 
nent roll except by a majority of the Re- 
publican convention. Hence the entire party 
would be arraigned before the voters. 

To experienced observers this seems so 
plain, and the history of the Republican con- 
vention of 1912 so enforces it, that the total 
transfer of the Georgia delegates to Taft, 
whose supporters held title to only three of 
the places, is mystifying. The mystery is 
increased by the known fact that the Repub- 
licans hope to gain many voters by charging 
the Democratic administration with corrup- 
tion. Corruption that lands a man in jail 
is one thing, and corruption that denies a 
voting majority its lawfully expressed will is 
another. 

The mystery deepens when it is recalled 
that in 1948 the Republicans got 143 of their 
189 electoral votes in nine states by only 5 
per cent margins; that in 1950 they carried 
60 congressional districts by the same nar- 
row edge; that the governors of eight of the 
nine states are for Eisenhower; and that 19 
of the 30 marginal congressmen who have 
expressed preferences (including five pledged 
to Governor Warren) are also for the general.

But one of the most important reasons is

al publication, but by practically all others 
that have discussed the 
"A subject. That is the al- 
- most total exclusion of 
men from the profession, 
or occupation, of nursing 
and our. sentimentality 
over the women in it, par- 
ticularly . the nurses in 
the Army and Navy. It 
would be a fine idea to 
scrap these auxiliaries, 
4, settle our obligations to 
—_ * tS the women concerned and 
henceforth use men exclusively for male 
patients. 


We should not have to deal with any 
women patients in service hospitals, but 
there will be a growing practice in distaff 
problems for a long time as the women 
who served in the WACS and WAVES get 
old and put themselves in for the operations 
and treatments that are expectable in mid- 
dle and old age. 


There never was a shadow of necessity 
for the enlistment of women as auxiliaries 
to any branch. The British began it with 
their WACS in the first war when their 
manpower really was down. We took a lit- 
tle flyer ourselves along toward the end of 
that one. We never saw the day when we 
didn’t have plenty of men to handle all the 
combat and service jobs hut we fell for 


the idea that it would be cozy to put a lot ~ 


of girls into uniform-and ship them all over 
the world as inspiration to our brave lads, 
which was an effete notion and no good 
from any standpoint. 


The man-hours wasted by the limitation 
of production by union rules, to say nothing 
of the strikes which cost us about 40,000,000 
man-days in three war years, refute the 
proposition that we had to call on the girls 
to help. 

We grant commissions to women nurses 
and when they go to war we have to spare 
soldiers from real military duties to patrol 
their quarters and keep amorous colonels at 
bay. Those were romantic pictures of Army 
nurses in the Pacific Islands, dressed in 
cavalry pants and doing their laundry in 
their helmets, but what were they doing way 
off there that men couldn't do? 

A male nurse of equal competence doesn't 
even rate corporal until he makes the grade 
and nobody tries to neck him or dizzy his 
head with stringers with sordid motives. 
Therefore, we are spared the expense of 
guarding his chastity and we save further 
money on the big difference between the 
male and female pay and allowances.

Do We Believe 
In Freedom Still? 


WASHINGTON—One year ago. today, 
Americans in two widely separated parts 
of the United States showed a shocking lack 
of knowledge—even fear—of the Declaration 
of Independence, signed by the founding 
fathers in Philadelphia 176 years ago. = 

In Madison, Wis., John Hunter, a reporter 
for The Capital Times, asked 112 people at- 
tending a Fourth-of-July celebration to sign 

a petition embodying the 
wording of the Declaration 
of Independence and the 
3ill of Rights. Only one 
out of 112 was willing to 
sign. 
In New Orleans, Allen 
Johnson, a reporter for 
The Item, had somewhat 
the same experience, Only 
12 out of 36 people were 
willing to sign. The reac- 
tion of those approached 
was that ‘‘the stuff sounds Russian,”’ that it 
ought to be ‘‘narrowed down,”’ that the man 
circularizing the petition was a ‘‘Com- 
munist.”’ 


Subsequent editorial reaction was that 
*‘McCarthyism”’ had instilled such fear of 
any free doctrine or belief, that people were 
afraid to sign anything having to do with 
freedom. 

Yet freedom was the founding principle 
which, the nation fought for on the anniver- 
sary we celebrate today. 

Foliowing this woeful lack of understand- 
ing of the Declaration of Independence, this 
columnist suggested to a printer in Virginia, 
birthplace of Thomas Jefferson, that he 
print several hundred thousand copies of 
that document for distribution to schools, vet- 
erans’ posts and business offices. 


So August Dietz of the Dietz Press, Rich- 
mond, patriotically did so. He not only pre- 
pared a decorated copy of the Declaration 
for 5 cents, including mailing charges, but he 
went further. He arranged with the Sertoma. 
(Service to Mankind) Clubs, of which he is a 
member, to circulate about 1,000,000 copies 
of the Declaration to schools all over the 
nation. 


The Bank of Ameriea in California did 
the same thing, and this distribution of the 
Declaration is continuing. However, 1,000,- 
000 copies of Jefferson’s stirring words, 
signed in Philadelphia July 4, 1776, is a mere 
drop in the bucket among a population of 
150,000,000. ' 


And this Fourth of July might be an 
excellent time to begin a new drive with the 
co-operation of additional organizations to 
study the precepts of the founding fathers 
and their effort to make democracy live.

The Continental Army which opposed the 
well-equipped British and Hessians 176 years 
ago was a bobtail array of militiamen, farm- 
ers and city riff-raff, carrying rifles, pitch- 
forks and anything else they could lay their 
hands on.. They ate off the land, had a 
bizarre assortment of uniforms, and not only 
during the historic winter at Valley Forge, 
but at other times, many did not have shoes. 

This week a Senate report is being readied 
by Sen. Lyndon Johnson’s preparedness com- 
mittee which. will shock many Americans. 
It will-show that, in contrast to the days 
of the tattered Continentals, the American 
armed forces are the _ best-equipped, the 
lushest, the costliest and least combative 
per man in the world, 


It will show that, whereas every man 
in the Continental Army carried a gun and 
could account for himself, today few Ameri- 
can troops carry guns. Furthermore, the 
Russians with less equipment, less money 
and less fat, have 10 times the fire-power 
per man as the American Army. 


In other words, most of the Red Army 
is trained for combat. Most of the Ameri- 
can Army, on the other hand, is trained to 
be cooks, orderlies, personnel experts, chauf- 
feurs, mechanics, mailmen, gravediggers, 
behind relatively few men who carry the 
guns and do the fighting.

High Insurance Costs 
Reflect Bad Drivers 


Insurance companies, says The New York 
Times, report a $100,000,000 loss on automo- 
bile liability insurance over the nation last 
vear. In large measure this is the cost of 
dangerous driving. It probably will be passed 
on to all drivers, safe or unsafe, in the form 
of higher rates. 


The New York State Insurance depart- 
ment is considering higher rates, and also 
some way to graduate rates to reward the 
good driver and make the bad driver pay 
for the costs he incurs. This is fair, and 
should encourage wider coverage. The won- 
der is that the insurance companies them- 
selves do not try to accomplish this. 

But in the long run high insurance costs 
reflect the number of drivers and automo- 
biles that ought not to be on the road. This 
is the responsibility of the states which 
authorize them to be on the road. 

If every state would use its licensing 
power to keep bad drivers and cars off its 
highways, that would mean the best and 
broadest and cheapest kind of insurance for 
everybody else.

The Church Is Failing To Keep Up

It might have deflated the writer’s self- 
esteem to know that, in spite of his church’s 
growth in the sections specified, the growth 
of the church had not kept up with the 
growth of the sections. Therefore, instead 
of growing, his church was actually losing 
ground and slipping back. 

There are two sets of facts that can be 
set over against each other. First, religion 
needs more than in any recent era to keep 
its eyes open to the background against 
which it operates. Because religion is organ- 
ized under the banners of many churches, it 
is actually to say that the church must be 
awake—and stay awake. There is always the 
danger of becoming a 9-o’clock church in 
a 12-0’clock world. 

There are still some people, some min- 
isters even, who say, ‘‘The church is there. 
Its doors are open. If the people want to 
come, they are welcome. If they want to stay 
away—let them stay.’’ 

That sort of thinking is as out of date as

WASHINGTON—This is the day of great 
pride for all Americans. And while it is 
called Independence Day, it is Just as much 
Liberty Day or Freedom Day. For when 
our ancestors finally won independence with 
their lives, their blood, their tears and their 
great sacrifices for our great country and 
for their descendants, they also won liberty, 
freedom and dignity, which they have passed 
on to you and me. 

So many Americans today owe so much 
to so few Americans who have made inde- 
pendence, liberty, free- 
dom and the pursuit of 
happiness possible. That 
debt that so many of us 
have is not only to the 
men of George Washing- 
ton’s army but to the men 
who fought in World Wars 
I and II to preserve and 
protect that freedom, lib- 
erty and independence— 
and to the boys who are 
now fighting in Korea.

We 
would not only pay homage and express 
appreciation to those who have fought for 
our independence but we would stress the 
responsibility that each of us, as American 
citizens, has to preserve and protect that 
independence and spell out just exactly what 
that responsibility is. 

Independence Day should be the day on 
which to instill these things into our chil- 
dren. It is a day when we should remind 
ourselves of those things that we take so 
much for granted. It is a day on which 
some time should be given to quiet and 
solemn thinking.

Of Isolationism 


The Vindicator is sometimes asked, ‘‘Why, 
after you supported Bob Taft for senator 
in 1944 and 1950, are you not equally keen 
for him for the Republican nomination for 
president?’”’ 

The easy answer is that there is a great 
difference between being senator and being 
president. A man who is fitted for the first 
office is not necessarily qualified for the 
higher one. Besides, it was inconceivable 
that this newspaper could support Mr. Taft's 
opponents in either of the last two elections. 

Taft’s opponent in 1944 had nothing to 
recommend him and no informed person 
could take the candidacy of Joe Ferguson in 
1950 seriously. Ferguson was merely a front 
for a group of labor leaders who were out to 
capture Ohio as one of several states that 
year and to féllow up their attempt by tak- 
ing control of the United States Senate in 
this year’s election. This all-important issue 
roused patriotic Ohioans and had more to 
do with Senator Taft’s huge majority than 
his own personality and record in public af- 
fairs. 

Present conditions are different. The is- 
sue is no longer one of representing a single 
state but the nation, and the principles vary 
accordingly. In 1950 the contest was con- 
fined largely to domestic affairs, and most 
voters would admit that Senator Taft had 
demonstrated wisdom and courage not only 
in sponsoring the Taft-Hartley law, but in 
what he called his ‘“‘conservative liberalism” 
in supporting public housing and federal aid 
to education. In the field of foreign affairs, 
however, Senator Taft’s record was always 
depressing.

The Old Chairs 


Are Reminders 


In The Albany Herald 


They are not handsome chairs. Their 
lines are not classical, nor are they “early 
American” in a sense that would tempt an 
antique dealer to bid high to add to his stock. 

They are about 130 years old, and a 250 
pound man could stand on one of them with- 
out endangering himself or the chair. The 
seats are not cushioned, — a j 
nor is there anything fancy i. 
about their texture. They 
are cowhide bottoms, and 
the grazing quadruped 
from whose frame they 
were taken was probably 
an unpedigreed and un- 
distinguished creature of 
the piney woods ranges. 

But those old chairs 
are reminders of some 
things which are apt to 4, 
be forgotten, though they ought to be remem- 
bered. They are honest chairs. There is 
not a loose joint in either of them. They 
were put together about the time Andrew 
Jackson was president by a workman who 
had no fancy ideas about furniture, but who 
could make the joints of a chair fit perfectly 
in a union that 130 years have failed to 
weaken. 

But that pair of old chairs reminds me 
of how far and how fast we have come since 
they were made. Family. tradition has it 
that they were planned and put together in 
the family workshop. That it took several 
days to make a chair, after the materials 
had been assembled in the workshop. That 
the cow whose hide provided the bottoms 
was killed on the place, and that the same 
hands which fashioned the chairs aiso made 
the kitchen and dining room tables, the cup- 
board and the cradle for the first of a dozen 
babies. 

For getting chairs and a table was not 
then a simple matter of going down fo a 
furniture store, selecting them, paying for 
them and having them delivered. The near- 
est furniture store may have been a hun- 
dred miles away. Cash money was too pre- 
cious to be frittered away on things which 
could be made at home. When Grandfather 
and Grandmother were married they wore 
homemade clothes. There were no “‘lay- 
ettes’’ when the babies began coming at 
the rate of four or five every 10 years, and 
most family medicines were brewed in the 
kitchen, where Grandmother knew what to 
do with sassafras root, mullen, mustard and 
half a dozen other items. 

Life was simple then. Travel involved 
hardships, and rapid transit was unknown. 
There were no railroads. Communication 
by mail was slow and uncertain. The nation 
was still young. The Indian problem was 
yet to be settled, and large units of the 
Creek nation were still in Georgia. Slavery 
would not be abolished for another 30 years, 
and a comfortable (for those days) dwelling 
of six or seven rooms could be built for less 
than a thousand dollars. 

The two old chairs with cowhide prob- 
ably were in daily use for 50 or 60 years. 
They show unmistakable evidences of that 
use, but in neither of them is there hint 
of a squeak or a rattle. Shake them, throw 
them around, bang them against the wall. 
They are as strong, as squeakless and as 
time-defying as anything fashioned by human 
hands. They have outlived the easy-going 
times which produced them, and in their 
unadorned sturdiness there seems to be a 
rebuke for much of the showiness and vain- 
glory of this generation.

In her quiet way, Bess Truman has wielded a vital influence 
on American affairs by virtue of the tremendous respect in which 
she is held by the President. It was the first lady, more than 
anyone else, who swayed Mr. Truman against seeking renomina- 
tion. This is the second article describing the kind of woman 


Bess Truman is.

WASHINGTON, July 3—(INS). 
After the assassination attempt 
on President Truman’s life at 
Blair House in 1950, the Secret 
Service was adamant the Presi- 
dent enter and leave the tem- 
porary White House by its rear 
doors. 

And it had the co-operation of 
Mrs. Truman in this safety 
measure. 

But the Secret Service, which 


‘was equally insistent that Mrs. 


Truman use the same rear doors, 
was never successful with the 


First Lady. She came and went, 
as usual, by the front door. 

“Who would want to. shoot 
me?” she scoffed. 

But old acquaintances in Wash- 
ington felt her rebellion went a 
great deal deeper than that: All 
her life, Bess Truman has en- 
tered and left by the front door 
and she is not one to change this 
procedure simply for fly-by-night 
assassins. 

The First Lady is a small-town 
aristocrat and they do not come 
better than that im these United 
States. 

She is something else, too. 
Mrs. Truman is a lady in the 
finest sense of that old-fashioned 
word. 

Bess Truman has been the 
First Lady of the land for more 
than seven years, but she has 
been the only daughter of the 
first family of Independence, 
Mo., all her life. 

She has been the center of an 
affluent and prominent family 
ever since she was born 67 years 
ago to Margaret Wallace and 
the late David Willock Wallace. 

Most of her life has been spent 
in two large white houses, both 
of which dominate their re- 
spective communities, Washing- 
ton, D. C., and Independence.

DETROIT, Mich., July’ 3—The 
shortage of teachers and public 
indifference to schools’ needs 
were to be called the major prob- 
lems in the “‘present educational 
emergency,” by Mrs. Newton P. 
Leonard of Providence, R. [., 
president of the National Con- 
gress of Parents and Teachers 
in a July 4 speech here. 


She was to speak before the 
convention of the National Edu- 
cation Association in her first 
major address since taking of- 
fice in May. Mrs. Leonard was 
to say other obstacles which the 
PTA is striving to-evercome in- 
clude ‘“‘inequality of educational 
opportunity and inadequate school 
buildings.’’ In a prepared speech 
she was to say: 

“The shortage of qualified 
teachers is a problem of the 
highest priority. . Children 
taught by substandard teachers 
are being cheated not only of 
essential mental stimulation and 
mental growth but of the ex- 
ample of human excellence every 
child needs if he is to become a 
happy useful citizen. 

‘‘How well we meet this teacher 
shortage will have far-reaching 
results. Americans have been 
thrust into a role of world leader- 
ship. 

‘To play that role effectively, 
our children must be given the 


‘ finest possible education” by the 


finest possible teachers.’’ The 
welfare of America depends on 
how well we solve the problem of 
teacher supply and demand.”

Now Studying at Emory

When invaders sweep into a country what do the people tiving 
there try to save? Only their lives, according to Pauline Kim, a Ko- 
rean teacher now studying at Emory University. 


And when the scattered refu- 
gees regroup in another place far 
from home, what do they value 
enough to reorganize? Educa- 
tion, says Miss Kim. 

Students at the Methodist The- 
ological Semipary, formerly lo- 
cated in Seoul, now study in tents 
and rough buildings at Pusan. 
When the weather is good, they 
sit on the hillsides, absorbing 
both sunshine and knowledge. 
Some of them sleep, work and 
go to school all in the same bar- 
racks buildings. 


LEFT EVERYTHING BEHIND 


There are eight million refu- 
gees now in South Korea. Miss 
Kim, other teachers and students 
were among those who fled, leav- 
ing everything behind. 

Circumstances in Korea per- 
mitting, Miss Kim’ hopes to re- 
turn to her husband to resume 
her religious education teaching 
after studying at Emory. 

She was educated both in Ko- 
rea and America, taking her BS 
degree at the National College 
of Education in Evanston, IIl. 
She also attended Scaritt College 
in Nashville, during different 
trips to the United States. 

She came to San Francisco in 
March as a delegate to the Gen- 
eral Conference of the Metho- 
dist Church and decided to stay 
to work toward her master’s de- 
gree. She came to Emory in 
May. 


PRICES HAVE DOUBLED 


If you think prices are out of 
line in America (and who 
doesn’t), be glad you aren't try- 
ing to fight Korean _ inflation. 
Prices there have doubled in the 
last month. And the average 
working girl doesn’t make $50 a 
week, as she does in Atlanta. She 
makes $50 a month, if not less. 

What’s more, although most 
working women here -think it’s 
pretty much a man’s world, bus- 
inesswise, that’s nothing com- 
pared to the undisputed male su- 
periority in Korea. 

However, women in Korea have 
more freedom than they ever 
had before, according to Miss 
Kim. They have been able to 
vote since Korea was liberated 
in 1945. The improvement in the 
status of women, Miss Kim be- 
lieves, is Jargely due to the in- 
fluence of Christianity. 

Although only 1,000,000 Ko- 
reans out of 30,000,000 subscribe 
to Christianity, it is the most 
diligent religion in Korea, the 
visiting teacher said.

Arcadians in Georgia 


In 1755 the English crown confiscated all lands and possessions 
of the descendants of the original French settlers of Nova Scotia 
and banished them forever from their native land.

Lawrence knew that under English law no Roman 
Catholic could become a resident of Georgia and he believed 
Reynolds would be forced to exile the wretched people into the 
wilderness to meet almost certain death from starvation and 
exposure. Reynolds was a tough, cold-blooded captain in the 
British navy before he was appointed governor of the colony, but 
this attempt to legalize mass murder was too much for him, even 
when ordered by his king. With the co-operation of the poor but 
kindhearted Georgia prisoners, he managed to maintain the Arca- 
dians until spring and then sent them north to work out their destiny.
